AN ACT to amend 66.1105 (6) (e) 1. b.; and to create 66.1105 (6) (e) 1. e. of the statutes; relating to: authorizing

the city of Monroe to allocate positive tax increments from one or more of its tax incremental financing districts to
another such district created by the city.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1.  66.1105 (6) (e) 1. b. of the statutes is
amended to read:

66.1105 (6) (e) 1. b.  Except as provided in subd. 1.
c. and e., the donor tax incremental district and the recipi-
ent tax incremental district have been created before
October 1, 1995.

SECTION 2.  66.1105 (6) (e) 1. e. of the statutes is
created to read:

66.1105 (6) (e) 1. e.  With respect to a tax incremental
district that has been created by a 4th class city incorpo-
rated in 1882 that is located in the Pecatonica River
watershed, the recipient tax incremental district has been
created before October 1, 1996, and the donor tax incre-
mental district has been created before October 1, 2003.
